, WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24. 

THE erection of a bolshevist govern- 
ment in Hungary wae viewed in Wash- 
ington as the gravest development 
since the armistice. By some officials 
the bolshevik upheaval was pronounced 
a German plot to frighten the allies out 
of imposing severe terms on the Teu- 
tons, the plot hatched by the same in- 
terests said to be committed to a res- 
toration of the Hohenzollerns after the 
conclusion of peace. The state depart- 
ment issued a statement asserting that 
the upheaval followed orders by the 
French to the Hungarian government 
to withdraw its military forces west of 
a line which meant the relinquishment 
of neafly the entire eastern half of Hun. 


In this spread of bolshevism Senator 
Hitchcock found an argument for, and 
Senator Borah against, the immediate 
establishment of a league of nations to 
enforce peace. 

SENATOR PHELAN of California ap- 
pealed today to Senators Borah of Ida- 
ho and Johnson of California to join 
him in protesting to President Wilson 
against any declaration of race equal- 
ity in the proposed league of nations 
covenant, as it might be coristrued to 
give the league jurisdiction over im- 
migration, naturalization, elective 
franchise, land ownership, and mar- 
riage, all of which in the California 
Democratic senator’s opinion should be 
avoided. He cabled the president to 
that effect. Responding to Senator 
Phelan, Senator Borah said he would 
be glad to codperate with him. 


W. A. MorGan of Buffalo, an inde- 
pendent packer, proposes a combina- 
tion of jndependent packing compa- 
hies to compete with the “big five” 
Chicago packers, as a solution of pack- 
ing problems of the c@Ountry. Govern- 
ment regulation of the meat packing 
business, he says, will not remove the 
danger of ultimate control of the busi- 
ness by the five great packers. The 
way to fight the so-called trust, he 
says, is with another trust composed 
of independents who have not the 
trade advantages that they could have 
if permitted to pool their interests and 
thus give the public the benefit in 
lower prices and better service which 


such competition would develop. 


OFrFICIALs of the industrial board of 
the department of commerce who are 
undertaking to stabilize prices have 
concluded that complete success of a 
price stabilization plan depends upon a 
decline in food prices, permitting a 
natural reduction from war time wage 
scales. To this end they have con- 
ferred with officials of the food admin- 
istration and the United States grain 
corporation to obtain a statement of 
their policy on food prices. Although 
no policy has been announced, George 
N. Peek, chairman of the industrial 
board, says there is every reason to 
expect lower food prices in the rela- 
tively near future. 


Rapip demobilization of the army 
ana expected early return of President 
Wilson from Europe have aroused 
hopes of “wets” in the country that 
war time prohibition, scheduled to be- 
gin July 1, may be avoided or at least 
cut short.

Fort Worth, Tex., March 24.—Under

Wilson Anxious About Hungary. 
President Wilson was known to re- 
gard the situation as serious and as 
calling for energetic action toward 
hastening the work of the conference 
to completion, and there was reason 
to believe that this would be one of 
the main subjects before both meet- 
ings, rather than the formal questions 
on the prograrm. 
Marshal Foch was present during 
the discussion .of the serious situa- 
in Hungary, but no announce- 
ment was made concerning any action 
decided upon. It was resolved to send 
a joint telegram to the Poles. and 
Czecho-Slovaks asking them to submit 
their differences to the commission on 
the ground there, instead of forward 
ing complaints to the peace confer- 
ence. This proposal was made by the 
United States and affects thé Teschen 
coal fields, to which both the Poles 
and Czecho-Slovaks are laying claim. 


Cables Not Prizes of War. 

The American view that submarine 
cables are not prizes of war was up- 
held by the council. The question was 
presented in a report by a committee 
covering three main points. First, the 
committee was unanimous that cables 
could be cut as an act of military 
necessity; second, the committee was 
divided on*the question as to whether 
cables were prizes of war, like war- 
ships, the British, French, and Japa- 
nese holding them to be prizes, and 
the United States and Italy taking the 
opposite view; third, the committee 
was unanimous that the United States 
or other third parties should be con- 
sulted on the final disposition of Ger- 
man cables landing on their ores. 

The council finally appro the 
view that cables are not prizes, but 
are subject to the same disposition as 
other private property. It is in this 
form that the subject will be drafted 
for insertion in the treaty. 

The decision affects thirteen German 
cables, including those to America and 
several in the Pacific connecting for- 
mer German colonies.

Adams of Urbana, IIL, testifying to- 
day for the government at the court 
martial on Governor’s island of Capt. 
Edwin C. Weisgerber of Pittsburgh, 
charged with acts detrimental to the 
United States and Great Britain and 
favorable to Germany, deciared that 
analysis of a chemical mixture sub- 
mitted by the defendant to the Brit- 
ish war mission as a substitute for 
gasoline and purporting by him to 
consist of 95 per cent water and 6 
per cent chemicals, was in reality “a 
saturated solution of picric acid and 
gasoline.”

Dr. Greely objects te the article be- 
cause he thinks that under its influence 
men who only control their appetities 
with difficulty will use the statements 
of the Yale scientist to justify them- 
selves in overeating. 


It may be true that wild animals get 
on well by eating as their instincts di- 
rect, but it is not true that confined 
domesticated animals prosper when al. 
lowed to eat as they please. The num- 
ber of animals that die in pens at the 
Union stockyards prove that obesity 
is always an uncormfortable and fre- 
quently is a fatal disease. A man run- 
ning a milk fed chicken business plans 
to kill just before the birds start dying 
as the result of overeating. Let any 
man who thinks that obesity means 
health ayend the next fat stock show. 

Every stockman knows that the only 
way to make money in stock is to feed 
according to rules without much regard 
to instinct. The human animal is still 
farther removed from the field where in- 
stinct is a safe guide. 

The insurance companies report that 
overweight increases the death rate in 
the following proportions: 5 pounds, 8 
per cent; 15 pounds, 18 per cent; 30 
pounds, 82 per cent; 40 pounds, 49 per 
cent; 59 pounds, 60 per cent; 60 pounds, 
70 per cent; 70 pounds, 85 per cent. 

Sudden death rarely follows the eating 
of a heavy meal. There is no question 
but that the body takes care of the 
products of overeating for months and 
years, but there is also no question but

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 18.—[ Editor 
of The Tribune.]—If correctly reported, 
Irving Fisher, Yale economist, asserts 
that our increased volume of money its 
responsible for our prevailing high prices. 
“If the number of dollars doubles,” says 
the professor, “other influences remain- 
ing stationary, prices will about dou- 
ble.” 

Thig archaic .money dogma rests on 
two feeble props: 

First, the academic precept of John 
Stuart Mill, “People having more 
money must spend it.” Spending more 
money means an increased demand, and 
a greater demand puts up prices. 

We may agree that this Is the tendency. 
But people must first get possession of 
money before they can spend it. The 
mere fact that more money has been put 
in circulation is no evidence that people 
in general have more money to spe 
The average income of a people must 
greatly increased before the new demand 
for commodities could possibly influence 
prices. It requires an elastic imagina- 
tion to believe that this is the case today. 

Second, the theory that money itself is 
a mere commodity and goes up and down 
in value according to the quantity on 
hand and the use for it. 

To assert that the money of the United 
States has today depreciated in value is 
not only unpatriotic but utterly false 
and ridiculous. Our money has the prop- 
erty and credit and taxing power of our

Efforts of Mayor ‘Thompson's police 
to escape responsibility for the recent 


crime wave by charging that it is due | 


to the fact that 5,000 Negroes in Chi- 
cago are out of employment are liable 
to cost the mayor friends. They re- 
sulted yesterday in the adoption of res- 
olutions denouncing the mayor and his 
friends for an “effort to raise race 
prejudice.” These resolutions were 
passed by the Negro Fellowship league, 


of which Mrs. Id# Wells Barnett is; 


president. The resolutions also urge 
support of Maclay Hoyne. 


In part they follow: 

“ Resolved, That we resent this at- 
tempt to make our race the goat be 
cause,of the inability of the police to 
cope with the shameful crime wave 
now sweeping over Chicago; that we 
denounce this effort to rouse race prej- 
udice against our men because they 
have been thrown out of their jobs, 
and brand the charge as a willful and 
malicious libel against the Negro. It 
is bad enough that we are being dis 
charged from work and made idle 
through no fault of our own without 
being held responsible for all the crime 
in Chicago in an attempt to excuse Big 
Bill’s inefficient police force. 

“ Resolved further, That we urge all 
self-respecting, law abiding Negroes in 
Chicago to resent this insult against 
the race by going to the polls next 
Tuesday and voting for Maclay Hoyne 
for next mayor of the city.”

He came to the sub- 
ject of farm colonies for defectives. 

Ald. Olsen said his home was bur- 
glarized. 

“ Dr. Hickson started to examine the 
heads of the two fellows that were 
caught,” he said. “I told him to ex- 
amine their records. They had com- 
mitted seven other burglaries. Is not 
the police record sufficient evidence?” 

“ They need alienists in Joliet and in 
all other prisons,” said Dr. Hickson. 
“The dementia precox cases are in- 
curable. These vagrants you are ar- 
resting are only jackrollers and cadets. 
The fellows who are doing the real 
stuff are young fellows. Reform schools 
do not help them.” 


Sheriff Peters’ Ideas. 


Sheriff Peters then made a little 
speech. He said earnestly: 

“These theories are beautiful, but 
they will not work. I believe in swift 
and certain punishment for crime. 
This theory of defective mind is used 
to evade punishment. The terrific 
prevalence of crime now shows some- 
thing is wrong. The more reforms we 
have the more we encourage crime in- 
crease. The most serious crimes are 
by boys and young men. It has come 
to the point where fear of punishment 
does not deter them. Some of them 
had rather go to jail. It happens that 
officers who bring these criminals into 
court are considered more of a culprit 
than the prisoners. I took one boy to 
Lincoln nineteen times. It is a farce. 
I suggest more police.” 

Five Hundred on Parole Here. 


Capt. Clarkson, state parole officer, 
said there were about 500 paroled men 
in the city now. 

“Would you cut off their noses, 
brand them, put them in convict 
ships?” asked Dr. Hickson of Peters. 
“ History shows this does not lessen 
crime.” 

Ald. Steffen tried to get a line of 
agreement between the reformers of 
Dr. Lyon’s type and the alienist view- 
point, but did not succeed. Dr. Lyon 
takes men and tries to make them 
good citizens. Dr. Hickson says it 
can’t be done. There the committee 
stopped, subject to a call from the 
chair. This probably will not come 
until after election.

The 
oldest daughter, at work, may also 
have gotten some. She had wrapped 
the whole cooked fish in waxed paper 
and with bread and butter she thought 
it made a good luncheon. I thought 
so, too. Small cooked cold fish may 
be as dainty and palatable as cold 
chicken. 

Then this woman told me what it 
meant to her to learn this method of 
oven cooking. “I used to fry fish,” 
she said, “and I thought the more 
lard I threw. in the better.
